after a bitter wrangle, on the leg- 
alistic grounds that he

without Dnrlan's 
active help 
in 


bringing the French North African 
forces over to the Allied side of the 
invasion would have been costly in 
lives and would have been delayed 
long enough for the Germans 
to

force in Tunisia than they actually 
did. 


At the same time, hs reiterated 


that the British government "hated 
and despised" Darlan for his past 
performances against 
the Allied 


cause, and he emphasized that the 
deal was arranged entirely by the 
United States. Britain, he said, was 
not consulted in any way and knew 
none of the details of the under- 
cover negotiations with Darlan. but 
accepted it as necessary to allied 
success in North Africa. 
"Since 1778," he reminded Com- 


mons dryly, "we-have not been in 
the position of being able to decide 
the policy of the United States." 


•Churchill, the Life article 
said, 


forestalled a Commons debate on 
the Darlan issue by pointing

that the North African

Local defenses against infections 


in the upper respiratory tract in- 
clude the hair, mucus, and cilia, 
while general 
resistance1 
factors 


arc difficult to assay, as immunity 
following a cold is short and vari- 
ous. 


The liny hairs or vibrissac loca- 


ted at the entrance of the nasal 
passages 
filter 
out 
particles of 


foreign material, while the glands 
which arc situated throughout the 
lining membranes of the nose and 
throat secrete a sticky fluid which 
covers the surface with a mucous 
film. There is constant movement 
of this film from the nose to the 
throat and as it is renewed ap- 
proximately every 
10 minutes, it 


is estimated that 75 per cent (if 
the germs in the air are removed 
in this manner. 


The mucous covering also pro- 


tects the delicate membranccs of 
the nose from hard particles, as 
apparently il is next to impos- 
sible 
for bacteria 
to penetrate 


tills 
film 
and 
attack 
the lining 


membrane unless there is an in- 
jury to the nose with exposure of 
the underlying membrane. 


The cilia also are a 
defense 


against invasion of the respiratory 
passages 
by bacteria. When the 


lining membrane of the nose is 
examined, the cells are observed 
to posses microscopic 
hair-like 


projections which extend into the 
nasal cavity. These tiny cilia have 
a constant 
wave-like m o t i o n, 


much like a brec/.e blowing over 
a field of grain.

The cilia also pick 
up foreign 


material 
and 
bacteria 
and 
carry them to the throat where 
they are expectorated

Local defenses against infections 


in the upper respiratory tract in- 
clude the hair, mucus, and cilia, 
while general 
resistance1 
factors 


arc difficult to assay, as immunity 
following a cold is short and vari- 
ous. 


The liny hairs or vibrissac loca- 


ted at the entrance of the nasal 
passages 
filter 
out 
particles of 


foreign material, while the glands 
which arc situated throughout the 
lining membranes of the nose and 
throat secrete a sticky fluid which 
covers the surface with a mucous 
film. There is constant movement 
of this film from the nose to the 
throat and as it is renewed ap- 
proximately every 
10 minutes, it 


is estimated that 75 per cent (if 
the germs in the air are removed 
in this manner. 


The mucous covering also pro- 


tects the delicate membranccs of 
the nose from hard particles, as 
apparently il is next to impos- 
sible 
for bacteria 
to penetrate 


tills 
film 
and 
attack 
the lining 


membrane unless there is an in- 
jury to the nose with exposure of 
the underlying membrane. 


The cilia also are a 
defense 


against invasion of the respiratory 
passages 
by bacteria. When the 


lining membrane of the nose is 
examined, the cells are observed 
to posses microscopic 
hair-like 


projections which extend into the 
nasal cavity. These tiny cilia have 
a constant 
wave-like m o t i o n, 


much like a brec/.e blowing over 
a field of grain.

bacteria 
and 
carry them to the throat where

Navy, has now spread until it in- 
cludes all commissioned officers. 


The campaign was bcKun bv the 


Communists, many of whom filler- 
pel into the army, and is now raK- 
ing in their publicalions. Tl 
now 


frankly promolcs hatred of the en- 
tire officer "class." 


Early in the war. both the army 


and navy openly excluded Commu- 
nists and fellow travelers from the 
commissioned 
ranks. Candidates 


for commissions who had such po- 
litical background were quietly but 
firmly turned down. One such can- 
didate, with While House bucking, 
was rejected by the navy, 
a n'd 


forced to take his turn in the draft. 
Being presently called lo the army, 
he immediately was the subject of 
'-stenlalious social calls that would 
have been humiliating lo a manlier 
ftldier. In due lime lie gol his com- 
mission, being 
cited, 
meanwhile, 


for bravery on non-ha/ardious mis- 
sions in an area in wliich there was 
a possibility Hint the enemy might 
be In: king. 


The Communist files were closed, 


and presumably dispersed, and the 
siflinfi bureau;; were abolished with 
the explanation thai the oath 
of 


loayalty lo the constitution prevail- 
"d over the notorious mental reser- 
vations of all Communists in 
all 
such situations. 


Most of the Communists, 
how- 


ever, aspired to become sergeants 
at the hichesl and plant themselves 
in the propaganda publications, in 
intelligence and headquarters jobs. 


Two years ago a service 
paper 


called the Mid-Pacifican, published 
in Honolulu .carried a loaded ques- 
tion which its 
inquiring 
reporter 


had arldiesscd lo a selection of en- 
listed men, ostensibly approached 
nt random, obviously 
picked 
be- 


cause of their known attitude. 
II 


was a personal attack on a civilian 
al home- who had been a vigorous 
lighter against tliieves, racketeers 
and 
Communism in the 
unions. 


S'.nn afUvwr-l 
the 
Communists 


Press Association, in an inter-of- 
fice uutry between Ihe New York 
nrd Washington bureaus, a 
copy 


of which fell into outside 
hands', 


plainly revealed thai the question 
was a "plant" and that the Com- 
munists had at leasl one of their 
own on the Mid-Pacifican. 


General Richardson, in command 
lV"c. received a cony of the mes- 
sage and an interpretation :>£ the 
I'.iue coup. He made known his de- 
cision to permit no political motiva- 
tion in tne publications under his 
command. He could

The story carried the name 
of 


John Lord and a foreword said: 
"John Lord was a sergeant 
in 


the army. In Honolulu, lie served 
as editor of the Mid-Pacifican, sec- 
ond largest army newspaper in the 
world. He is now on the staff of 
the Peoples Daily World." 


In this piece, 'Lord related 
an 


alleged incident, naming no names. 
Allhough lie is now no longer a sol- 
dier, in which an enlisted man was 
said lo have been blown 
up 
by 


ruiT,;.'s from an airplane belly tank 
which ,by means of a blow-lorch. 
he was converting into a bath tub 
for a colonel. He 
said 
however, 


tnat the colonel, like the soldier 
did 
not 
know 
that 
heat 
would 


create and explode the fumes. He 
related further that soldiers in Iwo 
Sinnia got mad because their offi- 
cers had a mess-hall while 
they 
messed in the open and that a rum- 
or went around that

officers 


mess had been mined with hand- 
grenades and was lo bo blown up 
at night. 


"There were plenty of reasons to 


feel a personal hatred :Cor -ihc ene- 
my," Lord's story said. "And GI's 
did. Bui most soldiers hated their

vations of all Communists in

such situations. 


Most of the Communists, 
how- 


ever, aspired to become sergeants 
at the hichesl and plant themselves 
in the propaganda publications, in 
intelligence and headquarters jobs. 


Two years ago a service 
paper 


called the Mid-Pacifican, published 
in Honolulu .carried a loaded ques- 
tion which its

and a delegation of Arkansas lum- 
bermen who came to the capilol 
seeking higher ceilings for lumber 
prices last November declared that 
i.iey were forced to sell dressed 
lumber at a loss.

Credit Senators with Assist 
It's no secret on Capitol Hill that 
Arkansas's two senators had con- 
siderable to do with influencing the 
decision of President Truman to 
delay for 60 days the repatriation 
of prisoners of war whose services 
are needed in agriculture. 


After taking up the matter with 


the War Department 
and appar- 


ently not making much headway, 
benator Fulbright directed a le't- 
ter to the president, and reminded 
him that the cotton crop was late, 
and although short was far from 
completely picked. Hundreds of Ar- 
kansas farmers, 
and farmers of 


other states as well, would be ad- 
versely 
affected 
if the 
prisoners 
were sent home at this time. 


Senator McCIollan registered 
a 


vigorous protest to withdrawal of 
the prisoners until the cotton crop 
had been harvested. Now that the 
president has agreed with the sena- 
tors position, the prisoners will be 
on hand not only to finish gather- 
ing the 1945 crop, but also to help 
with the planting for 1940.

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Higher Prices 


Hay Break «
